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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

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Election/Restrictions 

2. Claim 2 is directed to a business method for advertising a product. The product 
as recited in the business method of claim 2 was found to be allowable. As a result, 
claim 1 , directed to the product and previously withdrawn from consideration as a result 
of a restriction requirement, is now subject to being rejoined since the product in the 
business method of claim 2 was found to be allowable. Claim 1 is hereby rejoined and 
fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104.
